Adjusting the Trim Controls 
Trim I 

The transrrittei^s neutral trimoontrol lets you fine-tune the speed 
control sotheHumTerH2 stops oorrpletely when you release the 
speed control to its center position. IfTrimI is set too for to the 
left the vehicle will move backward. If it is set too for to the right 
the vehide rray oontinue fiorward. 

Trim II 

The transrritter's steering trimoontrol lets you fine-tune the steer- 
irig so the Hurrnerl-12 dives in a straight line. If it is set too for to 
the leftor limTt thevehide may dive in those drections. 

• Turn the Humrer H2 on its side so the tires do not touch 

thegouod. 

• Turn on the transrritter and the Humrer H2. 

• Ifthetires rrcAei, turn Trim I until thetires stopi 

• If the front tires appear to angle left or right acjustTrimll until 
the tires appear to be stiaight 

• V\hen you finish your acjustirents, turn off the transrritter ard 
theHurrrerH2. 

Do rot touch the tires or the steeri rig oortrol duingthis acjust- 
rrent You rray have to fine-tune the trimoontrols after using the 
Humrer H2 fior a while. 

Never set Trim I to make the Hummer H2 continually move. 




Care & Use 

• Use extreme care when running the 
Himrer U2. It can reach rruch higher 
speeds (up to 12CD1eel;per ninute) 
than nrost rerrDte<iortrolled cars. 

• Avoid hi^>irrpact collisions with peo- 
ple or objects when you ckive the 
Humrer U2. 

• Do nottouch the motor imrredately 
after usirog the HurrrrerhC, as itrright 
beaorre hot during use. 

• Do not play with your Hunmer H2 in 
the street 

• If your Hurrrrer U2 gets stuck under 
an object imredialely release the 
transrritter^s control levers and 
retrieve the Humrer U2. 

• Keep the Humrer H2 dry. If it gets 
wet cky it inrrreciately Use arxi shore 
the Humrer H2 innortral terrperatLie 
erMroments.

• DriviiTgyoLT HLTirrrerH2fbrlorig periods oftirre can cause a high hieat level, which causes wear and tear on 
the rrotor. To help keep heat levels down, let your vehicle cool tor lO ninutes before installing a new battery 
pack 

• IfyDuwarttorixiyoLrHLrrrrerl-Cfbrextercledperiods, we suggest you buy an extra battery pack You can 
charge one while you use the other. 

• If the Hcmrer H2 rrcves slowly or not at all, and you have installed a fresh battery pack; checkthe wheel 
rrechanisiTB tor lirt; hair, dustorthread. 

• If the Hcmrer H2's rrotorrcrB, but does rctresporTdtothetrarBriritter, rrove closer to the HuTiTer 1-12 ard 
try again. 

• If sorreone uses a CB nearby, it rright irterfere 
with cortrol of your Humrer H2. If this hap- 
pens, rrove yocr HLimrer H2 away fhomthe 
CB. 

• You camot operate the Humrer H2 near 
devices withtransrrittersthatusethesarrefre- 
quemy as yxr Hunrer H2 (27 MHz with three 
bards). 

• If the Humrer H2 does notcMve in a straight 
line, acfust the wheel ali^nrrent control on the 
side of the Humrer H2. If it pulls to the right, 
slide the cortrol toward L. If it pulls to the left 

slide the control tr>/\3rd R. Wheel Alignment Control
